The Commission required the documents from i) to vi) as mentioned on page 
12/ante. 

Item No. ii) is regarding issue of commemorative stamps/coins of Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose on 21/10/68 on the occasion of silver jubilee of Azad 
Hind Government. As stated in the Affidavit filed by the then JS(IS-I), Smt. 
Goirala, with the Commission, this document originated from Ministry of 
Finance, Department of Economic Affairs and the reference to the effect was 
made to that Ministry on 8.11.2000 and various reminders have been issued 
on the issue as to whether the said document could be declassified. 
Therefore, a reminder could be issued to Ministry of Finance, with a copy 
endorsed to the Justice Mukherjee Commission. (DFA -II). 

However, items at SI. Nos. iii) is regarding the Cabinet decision on 17.9.77 
on a Motion in the Lok Sabha by Shri Samar Guha for a fresh inquiry into 
the disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose;

Ld, Senior Counsel of the Govt, of India, about the result of inquiry fc r finding 
out further relevant records, as two months’ time prayed for by Smt, 
Sangeeta Gairola, Joint Secretary, Ministry of Home Affairs, Govt, of India 
on December 22 nd , 2001 and allowed by the Commission, had already 
elapsed. Shri Pal informed the Commission that two Committees, one for 
searching the documents within the Ministry and the other for the other 
departments and the Ministries, had been formed, but the reports of the 
Committees had -not yet reached the Ministry of Home Affairs. So there was 
the delay in intimating the Commission about the result of further inquiry. 
Commission expressed its displeasure for dealing with the matter in 
lackadaisical manner. Commission would pass necessary order, if need be, 
at the appropriate time.

The deponent Shri Nanda Lai Chakraborty, referring to page i , 
paragraph 3, page 3, paragraphs 7(a)(1), 7(a)(ii), 7(a)(iv) of the Status 
Report, wanted to know about the compliance by the respective- Ministry, 
Govt, of India and requested the Commission to take up the follow-up action 
where order of the Commission had not been complied with by the 
respective Ministries. 


As regards paragraph 7(a)(i) of the Status Report, the Ministry of 
External Affairs filed an affidavit in compliance with the order of the 
Commission on their prayer at the last sitting in Delhi. They stated that they 
had no further documents. As regards paragraph 7(a)(ii) of the Status 
Report, in the paper received by the Commission nothing relevant to the 
terms of reference of the Commission was found. 

Follow'-up action, wherever necessary, would be taken up. 

The deponent, Shri Nanda Lai Chakraborty and Shri Subrata Bose 
suggested that Commission should also visit Vietnam and Taiwan while 
visiting Japan, as Mrs. Pr ova Jagannathan did not appear before the 
Commission though she was summoned more than once.

Notwithstanding the statement made by the then Prime 
Minister in the Lok Sabha on 28.08.1978 regarding avail- 
ability of "further contemporary official documentary 
records" , no such records could be traced out by the 
Government of India so far, as reported by them. The said 
reports received from the Government of India in the 
matter would be considered by the Hon 'ble Chairman at the 
appropriate stage to express his views thereon. 


18. The Hon 'ble Chairman and the Secretary of the Commission 
visited Japan in the month of September, 2002 and could 
examine only one witness, viz.. Dr. T. Yoshimi, in spite of 
publication of a notice about the sitting of the Commission 
in Japan, in a prominent English daily of Japan before the 
visit of the Commission to Japan. The Commission could 
interact with a number qf local people at the Renkojl 
Temple in Tokyo who declined to depose before the Commission 
as witnesses. They, however, stated that they all believed 
that Netaji had died in the plane crash on 18th August, 1945 
and that the ashes of Netaji were being preserved at the 
Renkoji Temple; but none of them could adduce any evidence 
in support of their said beliefs. The Commission could not 
visually examine the ashes kept in Renkoji Temple as the 
container thereof could not be opened by the authoeities 
of the Renkoji Temple on that day tor some practical 
difficulties. Since the Commission was leaving for Miyazaki 
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on that vary day to examine Dr. T. Yoshimi, the Hon'ble 
Chairman addressed a letuer to the Ambassador of India in 
Japan (who was away from Tokyo on that day) requesting him 
to get the ashes examined by a competent officer of the 
Embassy to ascertain whether there was any bone or fragments 
of bone in them justifying examination of the ashes by 
D.n.a. test. The report dated November 12/l8, 2002 of the 
Indian Embassy in Japan and the photographs received by 
the Hon'ble Chairman on 28.11.2002 from the Indian Embassy 
in Japan show that the casket alleged to be containing 
the mortal remains of Nstaji Subhas Chandra Bose appear 
to be having bone fragments, parts of the skull, some 
teeth , and a portion of the jaw.

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Before the adoption of the portfolio system in the Government of India, all governmental business was 
disposed of by the Govemor-General-in Council, the Council functioning as a joint consultative board. 

As the amount and complexity of business of the Government increased, the work of the various 
departments was distributed amongst the members of the Council only the more important cases being 
dealt with by the Governor-General or the Council collectively. 

This procedure was legs sed by the Councils Act of 1861 during the time of Lord Canning, leading to 
the introduction of the portfolio system and the inception of the Executive Council of the Governor- 
General. The Secretariat of the Executive Council was headed by the Private Secretary to the Viceroy, 
but he did not attend the Council meetings. Lord Willingdon first started the practice of having his Private 
Secretary by his side at tnese meetings. Later, this practice continued and in November, 1935, the 
Viceroy's Private Secrete^ was given the additional designation of Secretary to the Executive Council. 


The constitution of the Inrerim Government in September 1946 brought a change in the name, though 
little in functions, of this Office. The Executive Council’s Secretariat was then designated as Cabinet 
Secretariat. It seems, however, at least in retrospect, that Independence brought a sort of change in the 
functions of the Cabinet Secretariat. It no longer remained concerned with only the passive work of 
circulating papers to Min sters and Ministries but developed into an organisation for effecting 
coordination between the Ministries.

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After independence, in 1949 an Economic Committee of the Cabinet was set up with its Secretariat at Ministry 
of Finance. In 1950 this was t'ansferred to Cabinet Secretariat and designated as Economic Wing and 
ultimately merged with the Secretariat in 1955. In 1954, the Organisation and Methods Division was 
established under the Cabinet Secretariat which was later transferred to Ministry of Home Affairs during 1964 


In 1957, the Defence Committee of the Cabinet was constituted under Cabinet Secretariat for which officers 
were drawn from the Defence services. This wing was transferred during 1991 to the Ministry of Defence. 
Department of Statistics was created in 1961 under Cabinet Secretariat which was transferred to Ministry of 
Planning in Feb. 1973. Depament of Special Economic Coordination was set up under Cabinet Secretariat in 
1962 and later transferred to Ministry of Economic Defence Coordination and at present the Department is not 
existing. The intelligence Wire was set up to provide secretarial assistance to the Joint Intelligence 
Committee in 1965. 


The Bureau of Public Enterprses was brought under the Cabinet Secretariat for short duration from Jan. 1966 
to June, 1966 and later transferred to Deptt. of Economic Affairs under Ministry of Finance and later during 
1985 to the Deptt. of Public E-:erprises under Ministry of Industry. 

In June, 1970 three departme"ts namely: 

1 ) Department of Electronics 

2) Department of Scientific arc industrial Research and 

3) Department of Personnel 

were created under Cabinet Secretariat and in July, 1970 Directorate General of Revenue Intelligence-cum- 
Directorate of Enforcement wss set up under Deptt. of Cabinet Affairs under Cabinet Secretariat and later this 
directorate was shifted to Department of Personnel in August, 1970. 

Department of Scientific and :-dustrial Research became independent department in May, 1971 . 

The Department of Electronics became independent department in 1971 and the Department of Personnel 
became independent.Departrent of Personnel and Administrative Reforms was transferred to the Ministry of 
Home Affairs from the Cabinet Secretariat. At present it is a part of Ministry of Personnel. Public Grievances 
and Pension with a bifurcation as Department of Personnel and training and Department of Administrative 
Reforms and Public Grievances. 

Department of Ocean Development was created in July 1981 under Cabinet Secretariat and became 
independent department in Feb. 1982. The Directorate of Public Grievances was set up in the Cabinet 
Secretariat in March, 1988. Tms Directorate entertains grievances from the public.

The 
reports given by the Ministry of External Affairs, Prime Minister’s Office, the Ministry of 
Home Affairs, etc. in the matter would be considered by the Hon’ble Chairman at live 
appropriate stage to express his views thereon. 

7(a) The 1 lon'blc Chairman and the Secretary of the Commission visited Japan in the month 
of September, 2002 and could examine only one witness, viz.. Dr. T. Yoshimi, in spite of 
publication of a notice about the silling of the Commission in Japan, in a prominent 
English daily of Japan before the visit of the Commission to Japan. The Commission 
could interact with a number of local people at the Renkoji Temple in Tokyo who declined 
to depose before the Commission as witnesses.

The Commission could not visually examine the 
ashes kept in Renkoji T emple as the container thereof could not be opened by th e 
autlioriues of the Renkoji Temple on that day for som e practical difficulties. Since the 
Commission was leaving for Miyazaki on that very day to examine Dr. T. Yoshimi, the 
i lon'blc Chairman addressed a letter to the Ambassador of India in Japan (who was away 
from Tokyo on that day) requesting him to get the^ ash es examined by a competen t o ffice r 
of the Embassy to ascertain whether there is any bone or fragments of bon e in them

Efforts are being made to get the 
aforesaid two sets of handwritings examined independently by two more eminent 
handwriting experts, one after the other.

Xerox copies of the Commission’s Status Report as on 06.06.2002 and of the proceedings 
dated June 10, 2002 and July 16. 2002 were sent to the Secretaries, Ministry of Home 
A Hairs. Ministry of External Affairs, Prime Minister’s Office, Cabinet Secretariat, Ministry 
of Defence, as also to the Director General, National Archives of India, and the Director, 
Intelligence Bureau. Government of India, under Commission’s registered letter no. 
JMCI/Meeting-Proceedings (Follow up)/ 99-2000/48 (IV)/237 (7) dated 01.08.2002 for 
their information and taking necessary action at their end. The Commission’s Status Report 
from 0 1 .10.2002 to 3 1 .10.2002 was sent to the Ministry of Home Affairs on 1 1 . 1 1 .2002 by 
Registered Post for necessary action at their end. 

The Commission has been persistently asking the Ministry of Defence, Government of 
India, Cor their affidavit on existence/non-existence/availability/non-availability, etc. of the 
complete records of the proceedings of the trial of the INA personnel. 

No counter-affidavit or affidavit-in-opposition was filed by Ministry of Home Affairs, 
Ministry of External Affairs, Prime Minister’s office. Cabinet Secretariat, Ministry of 
Defence and Intelligence Bureau, Govt of India in respect of 
averment s/content ions/allegations contained in the affidavits/supplementary affidavits of 
different deponents in spite of repeated reminders. Hence, they have been intimated by 
registered letter no 300 dated September 03, 2002 that because of the said default of the 
said Ministrics/Departments/Offices of the Government of India, the Commission 
presumed that the formers did not want to file any counter-affidavits or affidavits-in- 
opposition as they had nothing with them to enable them to say anything contrary to or 
rebut on oath the averments and contentions contained in the aforesaid affidavits. 

Xerox copies/authenticated copies of various files of the Government oflndia as received 
from time to time are being scrutinized and further references are being made to the 
Government oflndia to elicit further information/documents in appropriate cases. 

To expedite the matters, the Hon’ble Chairman went to Delhi on 28.10.2002 and met the 
Hon’ble Minister of External Affairs, Government of India. He requested the Hon’ble 
Minister to persuade the Government of the U.K. to declassify alt relevant classified British 
documents and to take all steps in terms of the d.o. letter No. 25/4/NGO-Vol.VI dated 
26,09.2001 of the then Hon’ble Minister of External Affairs. Apropos the said discussion, 
the Commission’s letter No 398 dated 1 1.1 1.2002 was sent by Speed Post to the Ministry 
of External Affairs, Government of India, with the request to take appropriate action in the 
matter. The Hon’ble Minister of External Affairs, Government of India, in his d o. letter 

dated 13.1 1.2002 addressed to the Hon’ble chairman has stated inter alia : “ since 

the Commission feels that these papers (i.e. classified British records on Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose) could be of vital importance with reference to its mandate, we have again 



taken up the issue of their release with the British Government and would keep you 
informed of the outcome in this regard. 

I would like to take this opportunity to reassure of all possible assistance from our side to 
facilitate the inquiry of the Commission.” 

Further development in the matter is awaited. 



Notwithstanding the statement made by the then Prime Minister in the Lok Sobha on 
58.08.1978 regarding availability of “further contemporary official documentary records”, 
no such records could be traced out by the Government of India, as reported by them. The 
reports given by the Ministry of External Affairs, Prime Minister’s Office, the Ministry of 
Home Affairs, etc. in the matter would be considered by the Hon’ble Chairman at the 
appropriate stage to express his views thereon. 



7(a) The Hon’ble Chairman and the Secretary of the Commission visited Japan in the month 
of September, 2002 and could examine only ope witness, viz.. Dr. T. Yoshimi, in spite of 
publication of a notice about the sitting of the Commission in Japan, in a prominent 
English daily of Japan before the visit of the Commission to Japan. The Commission 
could interact with a number of local people at the Renkoji Temple in Tokyo who declined 
to depose before the Commission as witnesses. They have, however, stated that they all 
believe that Netaji had died in the plane crash on IS 0 ' August, 1945 and that the ashes of 
Netaji are being preserved at the Renkoji Temple; but none of them could adduce any 
evidence in support of their said beliefs. The Commission could not visually examine the 
ashes kept in Renkoji Temple as the container thereof could not be opened by the 
authorities of the Renkoji Temple on that day for some practical difficulties. Since the 
Commission was leaving for Miyazaki on that very day to examine Dr. T. Yoshimi, the 
Hon’ble Chairman addressed a letter to the Ambassador of India in Japan (who was away 
from Tokyo on that day) requesting him to get the ashes examined by a competent officer 
of the Embassy to ascertain whether there is any bone or fragments of bone in them 
justifying examination of the ashes by D.N.A. test. The report dated November 12/18, 
2002 of tlie Indian Embassy in Japan and the photographs received by the Hon’ble 
Chairman on 28.11.2002, shows that the casket alleged to be containing the mortal 
remains of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose appear to be having bone fragments, parts of the 
skull, some teeth, and a portion of the jaw. 




7)b) Shri Nandalal Chakraborty, one of the deponents of the affidavit no. JMCI/1 1, in his letter 
dated 01.11.2002 addressed to the Secretary of the Commission has requested the 
/ Commission to visit the USA, the UK. and Germany for reasons mentioned therein. Copy 
^ of the said letter has been sent to the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India in 
continuation of the Commission’s letter no. 398 dated 1 1. 1 1.2002 to act accordingly. 






Tlie documents collected by the National Archives of India from the UK as per requisition 
of the Commission have been received and are being scrutinized by the Commission. 

The Commission lias received from the Ministry of External Affairs some papers in 
support of the contention of the Ministry of External Affairs that the name of Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose does not appear in the list of “War Criminals”. 


10. The Commission has been pursuing with the Ministry of External AtTairs, Ministry of 
Home Affairs, Prime Minister’s Office, Ministry of Information and Broadcasting, the 
Intelligence Bureau. etc.. Government of India, for various 
files/documents/records/reports called for from them which are yet to be received by the 
Commission. 

11. Some handwritings allegedly of “Gumnami Baba” were made over to the Government 
Examiner of Questioned Documents, Bureau of Police Research and Development, 
Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India, Simla, on 02.09.2002 along with some 
admitted specimens of the handwritings of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose for examination 
of the said questioned handwritings by comparing with the said admitted specimens of 
handwritings. The sealed report of the said Government Examiner has been collected and 

„ brought to the office of the Commission on 25.1 1.2002, Efforts are being made to get the 
V aforesaid two sets of handwritings examined independently by two more eminent 
' \ handwriting experts, one after the other. It may be pointed out in tins connection that it 
will take considerable time to get the questioned handwritings, allegedly of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose, verified with admitted specimens of his handwritings by 3 (three) eminent 
handwriting experts independently, one after the other. 

12. The authenticated xerox copies of the relevant rules and procedures, which were in force 
at the time of destruction of different files/documents of the Government of India, as 
called for, could not be received from the Prime Minister’s office in spite of close 
persuasion by the Commission. Hence, it has been decided not to pursue the matter 
further. 

13. To collect blood samples of persons on the patemal/maternal lineage of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose for the purpose of DNA tests of the relevant specimens out of the articles 
seized from the house in Faizabad, UP for establishing the identity of the subject to whom 
those specimens belonged, Sarbasree Nirupam Som, Subrata Bose, Pradip Bose, Sugata 
Bose, Chandra Kumar Bose, Surya Kumar Bose, Sadhan Kar and Smt. Chitra Ghosc were 
requested by the Commission’s letters dated 30.07.2002/ 03.10,2002/04.10.2002 to kindly 
cooperate with this Commission by communicating their willingness to donate their 
respective blood samples of one ml. each. While no response has yet been received from 
Sarbasree Chandra Kumar Bose, Sadhan Kar and Smt. Chitra Ghosh, Shri Nirupam Som 
and Shri Sugata Bose have questioned the efficacy of the proposed DNA test in their 
respective replies to the Commission in the matter. Shri Surya Kumar Bose, who is now 
living in Germany, has however expressed his willingness to donate the blood but has 
informed that he has no plan to visit India in near future. Shri Pradip Bose has replied that 
he has no objection to donate the blood in New Delhi as lie will not be able to come to 
Kolkata in near future. Shri Subrata Bose in his letter dated November 28, 2002 which 
was received by the Commission at 3,45 PM on the same day, conveyed his willingness to 
donate blood sample for the proposed DNA test on the specimens obtained from 
Faizabad, UP, “and for no other purpose”. The Commission is still making efforts to 
collect the names and addresses of other eligible donors, if any, of Netaji ’s family.

This Status Report is in continuation of the Status Report for the period from 
01.02.2003 to 28.02.2003 forwarded under Commission’s Registered letters 
No.J MCI/Stat. Rept 799-2000/33 A/5 S5(7) dated 07.03.2003 to the Secretaries, 
Ministry of Home Affairs, Ministry of Defence (History Division), Ministry ot 
Information & Broadcasting, Ministry of External Affairs, Prime Minister's Office, 
Cabinet Secretariat, as also to the Director, Intelligence Bureau, Government of 
India, lor favour of taking necessary action at their end. 

There has been no funher development in the matters as stated in paras 
2.3,4.5.8.10,11,12,13.14. and 15 of the aforesaid Status Report for the period from 
01.02.2003 to 2S.02.2003. 

(a) Hearing of the Commission was held on 26.03.2003 and 27.03.2003 in the 
Annexe Building, Mahajati Sadan, Kolkata. when seven witnesses were 
examined before the Commission. 

(b) Orders in pursuance of the hearing of the Commission held on 09.01.2003 in 
respect of paragraph 7(a) of the Status Report as on 28.1 1.2002. were passed by 
the Hon’ble Chairman at the time of the hearing of the Commission on 
26.03.2003. 

(c) The next hearing of the Commission will be on April 03, 2003. 

The Hon'ble Minister, Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, in his d,o. 
letter dated 13.1 1 ,2002addressed to the Hon’ble Chairman has stated inter alia : 

“ since the Commission feels that these papers (i.e. classified British records on 

Xctaji Subhas Chandra Bose) could be at' vital importance with reference to its 
mandate, we have again taken up the issue of their release with the British 
Government and would keep you informed of the outcome in this regard. 




I would like to take this opportunity to reassure you of all possible assistance Irom 
our side to facilitate the inquiry of the Commission”.

Federation, that the Indian Mission in Belarus “has also informed that all requests 
for service from the listed archives must be specific and all services rendered arc 
charged"; and that information from the remaining countries are being procured 
and will be sent to the Commission as soon as received.

The Commission has already been apprised of the factual position vide 
this Ministry’s status report dated 13.2.03 that despite various efforts 
this Ministry’s File No.24/27/71-PoI-II regarding d.o letters dated
